DIARY OF A MAN ON THE GO 


February 6, 1960 


Checked in at the Conrad Hilton Hotel 
this Saturday afternoon for the 95th 
Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society which starts tomorrow morn- 
ing. Somewhat surprised to see a recep- 
tion committee of uniformed police, plus 
a hundred or so beatniks, on hand at the 
east portals of the hotel, but upon making 
a few inquiries found it was some visiting 
Russian diplomats they were expecting— 
not visiting dentists. After getting the b.w. 
and our gear stowed away, went down to 
lend a hand in the last minute prepara- 
tions for this great meeting. Everything 
was progressing smoothly due to the effi- 
cient work of Steve Lynch and his vice- 
chairman, Henry Leib, and members of 
their General Arrangements Committee.

February 8, Monday 


Today was one of those days when you 
wished you could be in half a dozen 
places at one time. Starting off the day 
was the first Breakfast Conference, one 
to be held each day of the meeting. These 
are something entirely new this year, and 
judging by this morning’s attendance are 
going to be very popular. Each table of 
ten persons is presided over by a clinician 
who leads the discussion in his field of 


special interest. Subjects covered this 
morning were, Audio-analgesia, dental 
materials, periodontia, occlusion and 
prosthodontia. These informal breakfasts 
give everyone an opportunity to share 
ideas and ask questions. The breakfasts 
are held in Parlor A on the third floor. 

Four panel programs were presented 
throughout the day—the first of ten to 
be given the three days—in the morning 
and afternoon: GROUP DENTAL 
HEALTH CARE PLANS, moderated by 
Harold W. Oppice; PRINCIPLES PER- 
TINENT TO THE PROPER ACCOM- 
PLISHMENT OF SOME COMPLETE 
DENTURE PROCEDURES, with Alvin 
H. Grunewald, moderator; EVERYDAY 
ENDODONTIC PROBLEMS AND 
PROCEDURES, Harry J. Healey of In- 
dianapolis, moderator; and WHAT THE 
DENTIST SHOULD KNOW ABOUT 
NUTRITION, with Edward J. Ryan of 
Evanston moderating. 

Also today, Essay Chairman Franklin 
Otto and his Vice-Chairman, W. Clinton 
Fisher and Committee, presented the first 
ten of thirty-one outstanding essay pro- 
grams. This morning and afternoon, in 
the Upper and Lower Tower Ballrooms, 
A POST-GRADUATE COURSE IN 
DENTISTRY was presented by the In- 
dianapolis Dental Research Group. A 
series of essays and consultation table 
clinics continued throughout the day by 
this group of outstanding dental clini- 
cians. Then there are the Limited At- 
tendance Clinics, two sessions each morn- 
ing and two each afternoon for three 
days.

Dear Doctor Forsyth: 


For a period of several months, I have 
been engaged in correspondence with 
your predecessor as President of the Pierre 
Fauchard Academy, Dr. H. B. G. Robin- 
son, on the subject of Dental Survey's ad- 
vertising standards—or perhaps I should 
say—lack of advertising standards. In 
order that you may be fully informed 
concerning this correspondence I am en- 
closing copies which I commend to your 
reading. 

The communication from Dr. Robinson 
dated May 26, 1959, makes it clear that 
the Academy has no intention of doing 
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anything about Dental Survey's advertis- 
ing. Accordingly, I am reluctantly com- 
pelled to tender my resignation as a 
member of the Pierre Fauchard Academy 
to take effect immediately. This is a mat- 
ter of great regret to me as I have enjoyed 
my association with the outstanding mem- 
bers of the dental profession in the Acad- 
emy but I cannot in conscience, continue 
to lend my name and professional repu- 
tation to a commercial dental magazine 
that, in my opinion, does not support pro- 
fessional standards in its advertising. 

For the sake of the record, let me re- 
view briefly the circumstances which have 
led me to take this step. 

First of all, let me say I am a member 
of the Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society. One of the major activ- 
ities of the Society, as you know, is the 
conduct of the annual Midwinter Meet- 
ing. As a part of the meeting the Society 
operates a very large and highly successful 
commercial exhibit for which the Board 
of Directors has established standards for 
the exhibition of products. In October of 
last year, the Pierre Fauchard Academy 
asked the Chicago Dental Society to make 
public space at the Conrad Hilton Hotel 
available to the Academy for certain func- 
tions during the Midwinter Meeting pe- 
riod. The Chicago Dental Society declined 
to make such space available on the very 
sound ground that since the Academy’s 
official publication, Dental Survey, does 
not conform to the advertising standards 
in force for the ForTNIGHTLY REvIEW, it 
would be most inconsistent for the Society 
to make hotel space available to its spon- 
sor—the Pierre Fauchard Academy. 

After this decision was communicated 
officially to Dr. H. B. G. Robinson as 
President of the Academy, it occurred to 
me that the situation pointed up by the 
Chicago Dental Society ought to be ex- 
amined by the Board of Trustees of the 
Academy with a view to cleaning up the 
objectionable advertising in its official

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Some Additional Criteria for Prospective Dentists 


Recently the writer editorialized on the need for recruitment in dentistry if 
we are to meet the need for dentists and dental service. Probably what follows 
should have been written first but nonetheless there seems to be need for a 
little self-examination and appraisal of some of the criteria for acceptance as a 
dental student. To refresh your memory some of these are, a minimum of two 
years of pre-dental training, a transcript of all college and high school courses 
and grades, the filling out of the application blank of the school chosen, and 
finally the taking of the dental aptitude tests at one of the designated testing 
centers. These tests are given three times a year and are announced in the 
A.D.A. Journal or can be obtained by writing the Council on Education of the 
American Dental Association, 222 E. Superior St., Chicago 11, Illinois. 

Before making these comments the writer must preface with the statement 
that dentistry has every right to strive for the best brains and skills available 
as well as the highest scholastic qualifications. On the other hand, it is the 
writer’s feeling that these are not the only qualifications for the successful prac- 
tice of dentistry. If they were, many of us who practice today with some degree 
of success and with a great deal of satisfaction from serving our fellow men, 
would not be here. True there are very few Brophys, Blacks, Johnsons, Gillmores 
and Cases among us today, and yet each of us is making his contribution to the 
sum total effort to stem the tide of dental disease. 

Therefore, if the writer may be so bold, he would make these suggestions as 
criteria to be added to those already used for acceptance of dental students. 

High on the list I would place as a necessary criterion a desire on the part of 
the student to want to be a dentist. This, through the guidance and stimulation of 
his teachers, can raise the student from average to better than average or 
excellent. 

A second criterion should be a desire on the part of the student to want to 
be of service to his fellow men and to help alleviate the ravages of dental disease. 
To be of service must be one of the pillars on which a professional man builds, 
this marks him as a professional man as contrasted with the market place. 

A third criterion is the ability to get along with, to understand and be con- 
cerned about people. Unless a professional man can get along with and under- 
stand his patients he will find dentistry difficult and not too rewarding no 
matter how skilled his diagnosis or his techniques. 

And now arises the question as to how information on these three criteria 
might be obtained and the qualifications of the prospective student might be 
secured. Certainly a personal interview should be had whenever possible; also, 
a 200 or 300-word essay on why the student desires to enter the profession. In 
the transcripts from college and high school on scholastic qualifications, several 
questions might be added as to how well the prospective student has shared in 
service organizations in school and how well he has participated in extra- 
curricular activities and how he got along with his fellow students. Also, infor- 
mation concerning his community and church activities could be obtained from 
his clergyman. 

With these facts in hand, along with already established criteria, the writer 
is sure a greater number of better rounded and more effective dental students 
may evolve. 
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THE KEOGH BILL 


Basic Provisions 


. Permits self-employed persons under 70 to set aside up to $50,000 
of their earnings, tax-deferred, for use after age 641/2. 


. Annual contributions for those under 50 are limited to the lowest of: 


a. 10 per cent of net earnings. 
b. $2,500. 
c. Enough to bring total contributions up to $50,000. 


. Contributions are income tax-deductible in the year made. 


. Earnings on fund are tax exempt during period of accumulation. 


. After retirement, all withdrawals are taxable as ordinary income. 


. Funds set aside, whether with bank, insurance company, or mutual 
fund, must be “restricted.” If funds are withdrawn before age 641, 
there would be a tax penalty of approximately 10 per cent. 


These are the basic provisions of the Bill and if you are to be 
given the same tax break that those working for firms having pension 
funds that thus provide retirement security, you had better write or wire 
your Senators to support this bill. DO IT RIGHT NOW.

Anderson, Vice-Chairman, and the com- 
mittee. The Motion Picture Program con- 
tinued through today with another eleven 
subjects covered, and there were three 
last Panel Presentations: A POINTED

meulen. The Essay and Clinic program 
drew to a close, and as 5 o'clock ap- 
proached, the throngs in the Exhibit Hall 
began, for the first time, to thin out as 
the exhibitors made ready to fold their 
tents and not so silently steal away.

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Early this evening, before the dinner 
dance, the Adult Dental Health Educa- 
tion Committee, Eugene J. Jaffe, Chair- 
man, and Richard G. Fischl, Vice- 
Chairman, who handled the publicity for 
the Meeting along with the public rela- 
tions firm of Julian Jackson and Asso- 
ciates, presented on TV Channel 11, 
“What the Public Thinks of Dentistry.” 
Then to climax this great and wonderful 
Meeting, the Dinner Dance and Floor 
Show was held tonight in the Grand Ball- 
room of the hotel. After partaking of a 
delicious dinner, and dancing to lots of 
unusually good music, we had the pleas- 
ure of viewing the entire show direct 
from the Empire Room of the Palmer 
House, complete with Monique Van 
Vooren and Alan King. It was a wonder- 
ful evening, planned for us by Olan Kib- 
ler, his Vice-Chairman, Frank A. Far- 
rell, and the committee. 

Reviewing the events of these four full 
and exciting days, it comes to mind just 
how many persons are involved in mak- 
ing these Midwinter Meetings so out- 
standing. Each year they seem to get 
better and better, and you wonder how 
that is possible. Consider the co-operation 
required and always given—this year by 
our President Harold Hayes and the offi- 
cers and directors of the Society, the 
General Chairman, Harry Kazen, and all 
the other chairmen, vice-chairmen, com- 
mitteemen, essayists, clinicians, scientific 
exhibitors, and all who participated in 
any way in the program, and, of course, 
the commercial exhibitors. Then there is 
our Executive Secretary, and the Central 
Office staff, always ready and willing— 
we couldn’t function without them.

publication. Accordingly, I suggested to 
Dr. Robinson that the Academy’s Board 
of Trustees give consideration to the adop- 
tion of advertising standards for Dental 
Survey that would conform to those sub- 
scribed to by the Chicago Dental Society. 
This, it seemed to me, would be the easiest 
and quickest way to resolve the difficulty 
and, at the same time, upgrade the official 
organ, Dental Survey, as a professional 
publication. Dr. Robinson agreed to pre- 
sent my proposal to the Board of Trustees 
but stated at the same time that he would 
oppose it. I was not asked to appear be- 
fore the Board in support of my proposal 
nor was I asked to file a statement with 
the Secretary for presentation to the 
Board. So far as I know, Dr. Robinson 
presented my proposal and since he pro- 
claimed in advance his intention of oppos- 
ing it, it is highly doubtful that my views 
were presented completely or objectively. 
Dr. Robinson has consistently tried to 
make it appear that the Chicago Dental 
Society is attempting to “impose its regu- 
lations upon the Pierre Fauchard Acad- 
emy”’ (Dr. Robinson’s letter to me of May 
26, 1959). The Chicago Dental Society 
has nothing whatever to do with my pro- 
posal. I made it as a member in good 
standing of the Pierre Fauchard Academy. 

That Dental Survey appears to have no 
advertising standards should be apparent 
to anyone who peruses its advertising 
pages and it seems to me it’s time the 
sponsoring organization took an interest 
in it. After all, members of the Pierre 


Fauchard Academy, whether they like it 
or not, are helping the advertisers in 
Dental Survey to sell their wares. This is 
perfectly alright for those manufacturers 
whose products meet professional stand- 
ards but it’s not alright for the nostrum 
vendors who seem to have uninhibited 
access to Dental Survey’s pages. It’s a 
shame, I think, that the fine body of pro- 
fessional men that make up the member- 
ship of the Pierre Fauchard Academy 
appear to find themselves—unwittingly, 
no doubt—exploited by the owners of 
Dental Survey whose only interest would 
seem to be profit. There’s nothing wrong 
with making a profit but it should not be 
made at the sacrifice of professional ideals. 
Again, I wish to express my genuine 
regret that I must terminate my member- 
ship in the Academy. It is my profound 
hope that the organization will soon see 
the necessity of dealing constructively with 
the problem of Dental Survey's advertis- 
ing in the interest of advancing the cause 
of our profession. In spite of my resigna- 
tion, I would appreciate receiving your 
comments as President of the Academy.

F. E. ROACH 
1865-1960 


Dr. F. E. Roach, affectionately known 
s “Daddy Roach,” passed on to his re- 
ward peacefully on February 18th, just 
one month short of reaching what he 
would have said was 95 years of age— 
not 95 years old. 

Dr. Roach was the oldest past-Presi- 
dent of the Chicago Dental Society, 
having served in 1905-06. With his pass- 
ing goes a man who through two normal 
lifetimes of dental practice had seen den- 
tistry make its most notable advances as 
a profession. Through his dedication and 
many contributions to his profession he 
helped advance dentistry to its high estate 
among the healing arts professions.

Dr. Roach was most resourceful, for- 
ever striving to improve upon his many 
developments. He really laid the ground- 
work for a succession of improvements 
in impression technique. He patented 
many devices, not only in the dental field,
